Persecuti Against th 
‘Religious Continued. 


Only Twe Days Feed in the City, 


Friday's Battie. 

Paris, April 7, 6 p. m., via London 8.—The 
fighting is terrible. The Nationsis Thursday 
night re,occupied the barricade at Neuilly and 
it was to-day fiercely attacked by the batter- 
ies of the Versailles army. The Nationals 
defended the position with their barricades. 
There was a perfect rain of shells from the 
Versailles batteries until balf-past our in the 
afternoon, when it became apparent that a 
direct assault owas intended by the 
government forces. The movement proved 
a feint, however, for. instead of 
following it up, the Versailles 
troops advanced upon both the right and left 
flanks of the barricades. There was for the 
space of an bour a rapid and effective fire of 
musketry, and then the fighting increased in 
intensity. The Communes hastily advanced 
two fresh battalions of infantry, supported by 
eight guns. Crowds of women and 
children were in dangerous posi- 
tions near the Arch de Triomphe, 
watching with the utmost anxiety the chang- 
ing ecenes of the battlefield. The fire of the 
artillery has up to this time spared the En- 
ciente. 

The Imsargent Desperation. 

The Nationals resist the advance of the 
Assemblists with determination, and will de- 
fendevery inch of the streets, should the 
Assemblists succeed in entering the city. 
There isa strong concentration of the Na- 
tionals in the Place Vendome, with heavy 
forces of artillery in the court-yard of the 
Palais Royal end in front of the Church of the 
Madeline. The utmost bitterness towards the 
Versailles government pervades the public 
mind, but portions of Paris, remote from the 
scene of the conflict, are to all appearances, 
calm. 
The Imsurgenut Defeat Confirmed. 
New York, April 8.—A Versailles special 
says the Government troops carried Fort de 
Neuilly yesterday afternoon, and crossed the 
Seine at 3:30 p. m. under a tremendous fire 
from the guns and mi railleuses of the insur- 
gents. They advanced up the avenue Neuilly, 
driving the insurgents furiously back inside 
the city, and advanced as far as Fort Malllet. 
The siaughter was great. 
The troops hold the positions on the righ: 
under the ramparts. The rebels in Forts 
Issy acd Vanvres have ceased firing now. 
The troops are so near Paris that they are 
firing into the city continually. The greatest 
consternation prevails. The insurgents sufler- 
ed heavily. The government troops fough: 
most splendidly at Nanterre, where Gen. Gal- 
Iifet whipped the rebels badly. No particu- 
lars of the fight have been received. 
VERSAILLES, April 8.—A circular issued by 
President Thiers, and bearing date of the 7th, 
says: Yesterday the gens d' armes carried the 
insurgent position at Court Beovi, and to-day 
the bridge at Neuilly was carried by the Gov- 
ernment troops. General Mantendo was 
slightly, aud General Pechot seriously woun- 
ded. The losses of the insurgents are Im- 
mense, and the positions captured are of de- 
cisive importance, 

' The War of Barbarity. 
Lox box, April 8.—Paris specials to the 
Times tay the insurgents have already com- 
menced to put into execution their threats of 
retaliation on prisoners they have taken. 
The Ccmmuve prevents the opening of the 
eburches. Nearly ali the eures have been 
thrown into prison. 
The reports that the portion of the Prussian 
army near Paris had been ordered into the 
city are unfounded. 
Marshal McMahon, who commands the 
army Of Verssiiles, bas established his head- 
quarters at Pettit Trianon. Gen. Vinoy has 
charge of the reserves. 

Paris Wants Previsions. 
A special from Versailles to the London 
Telegraph says: The Assemblists have ad- 
vanced to Port Maillot, aud hold the position 
under the rampart. Forts D’Isey and Bieetre 
have ceased firing. Paris bas only provisions 
for two days. A collapse of the insurrection 
is imminent. 
Lonpon, April 8.—A dispatch from Mar 
seilles to-day reports it tranquil. Cremieux, 
Pellisier, and some other members of the In- 
surrectionary Committee, have been arrested 
and imprisoned to await trial. 

The Respective Commands. 
LoxDox, April 8, 11°30 f. m.—Advices from 
Paris to-day states that Ladislas Dombrosk 
has been in command of the National Guard. 
Tue Nationals remained all Friday night in 
their positlon at the bridge of Neullly. A dis; 
patch from Versailles this evening says the 
entire army is now under the command of 
Marehal McMahon, and has been divided into 
four corps, ot which the one held in reserve 
has Geueral Vinoy at its head, while the oth- 
ers have been ordered into active service un- 
der the command of Generals L'Admuruul', 
Cissey and Dubarail. 

Comcessions to the Gevernment, 

The National Assembly having voted an 
amerdwent to the election law to the effect 
that all mayors throughout France shall be 
chosen by the people, the Government in- 
sisted upon having the appointment of some 
of them placed in ite hands. Thiers even 
threatened to resigu if that power was not 
corfided to the Government. The Chamber, 
thereupon, by decision of the majority, eus- 
tained the Govert ment, and agreed to its ap- 
pointment of mayors in all towns having 
over 20,000 inhabitants. 

Farther Confirmations, 

Lonpon, April 9, 3 A. M. -A dupatcht from 
Paris, ca ed 8th Inst., confirms the accout t 
received from Versailles, and admits that the 
Gevernment troops fired the barricades at 
Neullly at 7 o’clock on Friday evening.

One step from the sidewalk, and on a level 
with the floor of the establishment, is a pave- 
ment of white marble, extending the whole 
length of the front, and relieved by diamond 
figures, consisting of small rose-tinted and 
yellow blocks of the same material. The 
windows, which are light and stately, are, 
with the doors, composed of solid sheets of 
French plate glass; and, as we enter the store, 
especially by gaslight, the whole scene bursts 
upon us like some splendid fairy creation. 
The eye is delighted by the series of magni- 
ficent crystal. chandeliers which hang from 
the center of the arabesqued ceiling in a long 
perspective of flashing light, to illuminate 
the immense palace from one ead to the 
other, in all 225 feet from Broadway into 
Crosby street. No metal is perceptible in any 
part, forthe pipes are covered with ground 
glass tubes, and even the pendant chains are 
of cut crystal, and were imported from Paris 
expressly.

On each side are cases richly strewn with 
the most lovely articles of Parisian fabric, 
which the keen Doctor purehased | in enorm- 
ous quantities before the closing of the be- 
leaguered city. He invesigd no less Ahan 
$200,000 im these airy trifles which women 
jove to collect around their toilet Tables, and 
has reaped a fabulous profit by his shrewd- 
ness, é 

At the end of these cases comes an open 
space well Known to the thirsty in summer- 
time. Here is the soda-water fountain, the 
largest in the world. 

The marble counter is an artistic work, The 
slabon which the foaming drinks are pre- 
sented is of French royal red, and the sidessare 
of Itallan white Carrara, with superimposed 
tablets of serancilin, shaped like diamonds, 
and small diamond facets, At the top isa 
coping of lumarchel, a grayish marble, with 
red stains and purple blotches, and there 
are pilasters of the same at equal distances 
with capitals or vieil, brun. The plinth is of 
lumarchel, 

The font itself is of sarencolin, and is 
shaped Uke a Norman church. The base is 
of Tennessee marble, black, with large, yel- 
low mottlings. The whole cost $10,000. This 
part is lighted with four-corner pendants, of 
the same exquisite crystal, terminuatimg in a 
ground glass ornament of a lotus flower, and 
a central one, larger, more elaborate, and 
equally beautiful, This favorite spot is pro- 
tected by two figures in bronze, a Moorish 
youth and maiden, copies from the old pal- 
ace of the Abencerrages in the Alhambra, 
and*exquiaite specimens of artistic skill 

On each side there are cases filled with 

toilet articles in Bohemian glass and porce-

Connected with the establishnient isan en- 
chanted palace, which lies beyond. The 
carpet is singularly beautiful, and was made 
specially for the Doctor in England, It is 
styled Imperial Axminster, and is 28 feet 
wide by 46 feet long, It has no brillant colors, 
but is in perfect harmony with the tints 
around; and its garlands and flowers, its 
mountain scenery, and beautifully-depicted 
trees, do not obtrude themselves upon the 
eye, and are content to harmonize with the 
general effect rather than by violent asser- 
tions of color to kill every neighboring object. 

Here commence, also, on each side, rows of 
eolumns, which extend to the rear on Crosby 
street. These are Corinthian, with gilded 
flutings, the columns being deep lavender in 
color, with white capitals and bases, which 
are both richly gilt, supporting eighteen mag- 
nificent and costly piate mirrors, from floor 
to ceiling, and extending the entire length of 
the store. These rest upon an elaborate 
molding, with ornamented capitals, overlaid 
with gold, The wallsare white, with panels 
having broad borders,in exquisite arabesques, 
very richly gilt, alternating in light and dark 
hues, The shelves are divided into a number

The chimney-place is massive, and projects 
semi-circle. It is of carved walnut, bold in 
decoration, but not overlaid with ornament.

Around the grate are belts of American mar- 
ble, the outer purple, mottled with gray, the 
inner a deep black, The grate contains a gas 
fire like those which excite so much interest 
in the vestibule of the Grand Opera-house.

The seats afte shield-shaped, and 
the cushions are partly of brocatelle, partly 

of embroidered silk. 

On handsome easels are two portraits, one 

of the Doctor, the other of his magnificent six- 

in-hand Drag. There are also two landscapes, 

one Bierstadt’s famous Vesuvius, not equal to 
its reputation; the other De Kaas’ view of 
Coney Island, a splendid sea pieces, painted 
with great beauty and vigor.

Between these columns 
are long cases covered with all those prepara- 
tions for which Dr. Helmbold is famous, all 
done up in packages and ready for exporta- 
tion. 

The remaining portions of the walls, from 
the first pillars to the partition which divides 
the retail store rom the counting-room, are 
stained with an elegant French gray, upon 
which is painted, in a very beautiful and 
elaborate Mosaic work of the most exquisite 
colors, a series of immense hexagons in dou- 
ble gold bead frames.

The rest of the room is filled 
With large desks, and the place is lighted by 
an ingenious device. To the ceiling is sus. 
pended something like the fly-top of a Turk- 
sh pavilion, and at the edges of this are 
eighteen Argand lamps with porcelain 
shades. Beneath this is a bronze female fig- 
ure on a crimson pedestal, In her left hand 
she holds a clock; in her right a barometer, 
Along the entire length of the room is a rack 
of a thousand pigeon holes, which contain 
papers which appertain to the Advertising 
Department, and contain advertisements and 
editorials about Dr. Helmbold and his im- 
mense business, which are presered for fu.

The Public Schools. 

There is no subject of more general and 
vital-importance to the city. than our pub- 
lic schoola, even in a selfish point of view. 
An efficient and liberal system of common- 
school education either abolishes the 
dangerous classes or furishes a cheap and 
easy method of controlling them. Kunowl- 

edge renders the masses rational and con- 
servative,. It prevents agrarianism, com- 
mupism, and every scheme for the plun- 
dering of thie tew by the many. 
promotes self-respect, and i the only 
antidete to political corruption. These sre 
truisms, but it is well at times to turn back 
and consider what is elementary. It does 


— — 


not take much time, and the effect is 


In fact, it has seemed to us of late that 
there was some danger of these truths 
béing forgotten. We have seen no evideace 
of a hearty tion of them in the 
2 attempt to place our public schools 

and insufficient fund. 


6 niggardly “Fhe. 
l fail- 
ure of that scheme, and will be still more 


to be congratulated if it is never renewed. 
No other tax is so cheerfully paid by 
them as that for school purposes, and they 
bave had nothing to do with any attempt 
to evade or te reduce it. The return from 
it u sensible and immediate. It comes 
back to the pocket of the tax-payer more 
than fourtold every year, and year by year 
really increases, rather than diminishes, 
the income of every man who has children. 
Our children could not be kept in private 
schoofs of equal excellence, and with the 
game comprebensive curriculum, for four 
times the sum that supports them in our 
public schools. True, our children may 
obtain a thorough education, classical and 
scientific, and including music and Ger- 
man. But with an insufficient revenue our 
schools would soon be worse than none at 
all This is precisely one of those pecu- 
liar cases, as everybody who has studied 
the subject knows, where, if we fall short 
of excellence,’ we soon fall to secure, re- 
spectable or even tolerable results. No 
half-way success is possible. 

The new charter was adopted two years 
ago, and was thoroughly understood. This 
is particularly true of the provisions regu- 
lating the public schools and the amount 
and sources of their revenue. These pro- 
visions occupied a large part of the time 


of the Charter Convention and were dis. 


cussed by intelligent speakers before the 
people in every Quarter of the city. The 
various commercial, real estate and man- 
ufacturing interests of the city had their | 
friends in the convention, and the measures 1 
finally adopted were m «8 large degree 
compromises, such as seemed best calcu- 


the people. Of motives it is neither our 


province nor our habit to judge; for 
ot them we can, from the nature of the 
case, know nothing. But we may be 
allowed to express the hope that, contrary 
to the current rumor, these amendments 
did not originate in any spirit of hostility 
to our public schools from religions bias 
or bigotry. 

While we are hoping we will express 
another as virtuous and becoming as the 
best. Under the new charter it is impera- 
tive on the General Council to make an 
annual assessment of twenty-five per cent. 
for the benefit.of the public schools. May 


fifteen and twenty-five per cent. in their 
discretion was prompted by no spirit ot 
demagogism on the part of any member 
of the Council? 

Had the amendment passed, the temp- 
tatien to make a show of economy before 
the people at the expense of the School 
Board would, we tear, have been too 
strong for the public virtue of our city 
fathers. In such event, we are mistaken 
if the people would be relieved of one 
mill of the tax they now pay; or, at any 
rate, we will not venture the prediction 
that there would even be any decent pre- 
tense of retrenchment in the other de 
partments of the city government. The 
power of robbing the school fund of ten 
per cent. of its current revenue would 
be construed into license for unlimited 
extravagance ili other directions, under the 
delusion that the people would be deceived 
by their pointing at this great reduction all 
ina Jump. If there exists any reason for 
making the School Board thus dependent 
on the General Council, it is of so occult 
and intangible a pature that we are unable 
to grasp it. There can be none save for 
such purposes as that we have intimated, 
and that we apprehend isone little likely 
to be regarded by our people with any con- 
siderable degree of patience. On the con- 
trary, we believe it is the wish of all dis- 
contented persons to have the schools as 
far removed as possible from the obnoxious 
and uniriendly influence of politics. In 
intelligence, purity and all other essential 
cheracteristics, the School Board is not 
behind the Couneil, and we advocate the 
confinement of the attention of each to its 
legitimate sphere of action and duty. 

As regards the charges of extravagant 
and injudicious expenditure against the 
School Board, which have been made a 
basis of attack by the advccates of the 
amendments, we have, upon inquiry, been 
furnizhed by the Finance Committee with 
some Official facts and figures which ap- 
pear below“. For the three years next 


preceding the date at which the new 


charter went into operation, the rate of 
increase in the number of pupils was to 
the rate of increase in the amount of rev- 
enue as twenty-seven tonine. This re- 
sulted in the briet period betore men- 


. tioned in the accumulation of an indebt- 


edness of $85,000, and would speedily have 
swamped the entire system. The rate ot 
assessment for school purposes was at 
that time fifteen cents on the one 
hundred dollars’ worth of property, the 
same figure to which the Council now wish 
the privilege of reducing it. At the pres- 
ent rate ot twenty five per cent. there will 
be a deficiency of about fifteen hundred 
dollars for the current year; Mut this is 
atiributable to the fact that, in order to 
accommodate the increased attendance, the 
board have been compelled to rent seven 
extra buildings at an average of forty-five 
dollars per montb, making a total of 
$3,780. It is therefore calculated that the 
present rate of assessment will hereafter 
furnish an adequate revenue, as the appre- 
ciation in the value of property will prob- 
ably keep pace with the rate of increase in 
the number of pupils. The average at- 
tendance iur the school year of 1869-70 
was 9,705. During the present year the 
average attendance has been 11,206, show. 
ing an merease of 1,500; and the rate per 
capita tor each period is shown in the 
annexed table. 

The Common Council insisted that un- 
der the new charter, with the rate of 
assessment for school purposes increased 
from fifteen per cent. to twenty-five, the 
School Board would not require that the 
city should issue bonds to pay off the 
accumulated indebtedness of $85,000, but 
that short bonds should be issued to be 
paid with interest by the School Board out 
of the school. revenues. Accordingly, 
bonds tothe amount of $85,000, bearing 
seyen per cent. interest, at two, three, 
four and five years, were issued,and the 
tax receiver was authorized to withhold 
from the school fund a sufficient sum to 
meet these bonds and interest at maturity. 
In February, 1872, $27,000 ot these bonds, 
including interest, will have to 
be paid. According to present 
estimates, a less tax than twenty- 
five cents on the hundred dollars will got 
enable the School Board to meet the cur- 
rent expenses and to pay this bonded debt. 
Therefore, to reduce the tax and dry up 
the revenues of the board, is to put the 
schools inte practical bankruptcy; and, if 
the policy were persisted in, would break 
up the system. But it the policy is not to 
be persisted in, and it we would stop just 
short of breaking up the schools, what is 
the use of beginning it at alm None what- 
ever, except to embarrass the School 
Board and to increase the very great diffi- 
eultres with which they already have to 
contend.

Messrs. Laux & SHEPARD issue, this 
week, Mr7Ourntis GuiLp’s pleasant record 
of travel, entitled Over the Ocean, and a 
new edition, the forty-third, of WHITINa’s 
War Powers under the Constitution. This 
edition contains many new foot-notes, 
which refer to the Acts of the Executive, 
Legislative, and Judicial departments 
within the last ten years, relating to the 
subjects treated of in the text. Three 
hundred and seventy pages of entirely new 
matter also give additional value to this 
stendard work. 

Messrs. E. H. Burige & Co., Philadelphia, 
will reprint, from the proceedings of the 
London Philological Society, the lecture 
on Pennsylvania German, with which 
Professor HatpEeMAN lately finished his 
course atthe Univermty. It shows that 
this so-called “Dutch” dialect is the Ger- 
man ot the Pfalz and of Suabia, in nearly 
the sanie state that it was brought to 
Pennsylvania by theemigrants trom those 
parts nigh two centuries ago. The infusion 
of English is much smaller than is com- 
monly supposed. As Professor Harpsg- 
MAN’s lectures (on comparative philology) 
had but a small audience, there is good 
reason for giving one o! them at least a 
wider publicity, 

We learn from the Nation, in which we 
always find much of hterary interest, that 


the memory of BENJAMIN THOMPsON, 
Count of Rumford, who, whether as a 
philosopher or as a statesman, must be 
reckoned one of the greatest men America 
has ever produced, though no one here 
has yet thought of erecting a monument 
to him. The American Academy of Arts 
and Sciences are about to publish a me- 
noir of him, and, for the first time, an 
edition of bis collected works. The 
Memoir is by the competent hand ot the 
Rev. Go. E. Exuis, and will form a 
volume of more than 600 pages, illustrated 
with many engravings. This will be 
issued in two styles—a medium quarto, 
on extra fine paper, costing tem dollars; and 
an octa vo, uniform with the Works, at five 
dollars. The Works will be contained ia 
tour volumes, at five dollars each. Not- 
withstanding the fact that some of Rum- 
FoRD’s published writings passed through 
several editions, it has been found exceed- 
ingly difficult to obtain them for the use of 
this edition. Of the 16th, 17th and 18th 
Essays, transcripts had to be made from 
the only known copies of them in the 
Library of the Royal Society; another was 
copied from a volume in the British Mu- 
seum; and still others were derived from 
various collections in France and Germany. 
A large outlay bas been made in this en- 
terprise, and it is almost an act of patri- 
otism to lend it support. Subscriptions 
may be sent to the Academy (in Boston), 
or to the publishers, Messrs. CLAxrox, 
REMSEN & HaF¥FELFINGER, Philadelphia. 

The most popular English publications 
of the past month have already been 
named among the announcements of our 
publishers here, who on the arrival of 
each foreign mail strive with each other 
in pre-empting the choice lots. A few 
select works may still be mentioned. The 
Duc p’AUMALE,8 History of the Princes 
de Conde in the Sixteenth and Seven. 
teenth Centuries” has been translated by 
RoBEkT BROWR-BORTHwWICER, and should 
now be out. “The History of India, as 
told by its own Historians,” is edited from 
the posthumous papers of the late Sir A. 
M. Exuiot, Prof. Joux Dowson. The 
Rev. E. J. Erre., of Hong Kong, is the 
author of “Sketches from Life among the 
Hakkas of Southern China,” in five parts, 
treating of the topography and language; 
customs and manners; religi n; supersti- 
tion, including spirit rapping; and literature, 
including popular songs. “A Hand-book 
of Chinese Materia Medica” and “A Vo- 
cabulary of Proper Names in Chinese and 
Ex gl'sh,“ are by F. Porter Smrrg; and 
Rev. Justus Doo.iTrTie’s “English and 
Chinese Dictionary” is now nearly off the 
press.

He op- 
posed the presidency of Louis Napoleon, but 
retained bis position in the army until after 
the coup d’etat, when he sent in his resigaa- 
tion rom that time until the overthrow of 
the empire in September last ‘he remained in 
private life, taking no part in politics, but 
recognized as an unswerving Republican. 
After the 3d of September he in took up 
arme, was cOmmiss100 , and served 
through the siege of Paris. He seems to have 
been one of the leaders of the Montmartre in- 
surgents from the start.

We bad seen no ragged children, no dirty, 
miserable es ee no half-clad men, 
women, and children. Scores of children we 
had passed who were making the air ring with 
their merry voices as they slid over the snow 
or mace their sleds come rushing down the 
hilly streets; but though plainly dressed, all 
were warmly dressed and wore good shoes. 
Their clothing gave me the idea yery much of 
homespun clothing. Use rather than beauty,

CHILDREN AND EDUCATION,

United States. 
Mrs. Eteanor Pratt, stster-in-law of the 
present Elder Pratt, with whom we spent an 
evening, claimed that the children’ of Mor- 
mons were superior to tile children; but 
Mormon though she may be, she is a cons¢i- 
entious woman. I smilea and said: 
“But, Mrs. Pratt, how do you make that 
appear?” , 
H cleim,”’ she said, that our children are 
superior because of plurahty of wives. Our 
children are rot cursed before they are born, 
like your children, and so 1 claim they are su- 
perior. Theo, you know, I have taught 
schools for many years here, and I have been 
a close observer, and these are my conscien- 
tious conclusions, Then we have more vir- 
tue among the Mormons than you have. 
There is not in this city a house of ill-fame. 
That caunot be said of any city of ita size 
among the Gentiles. Twenty-two years ago 
we came io this valley, then a desert; and 
now look at it!

CHEERIAG PROSPECTS. 


Ibis Bow evident that no anglety need be felt 
as to the ultimate success of the above-named - 
sociation. Indeed, success has already been 
achieved. A membershir, numbering 214, insure 
‘ng a Mbrery of at least 4,300 volumes and an an- 
nual income of at least $2,600, certainly is no 
small measure of suctess. And the A 
bas already attained this, in less than one mouth 
after the subject was first discussed, The organ- 
ization is now estadlished.om d foundation 
broader than even the mot :anguine of Ks pro- 
moters iret hoped for. 

The encouragement which this successful 
opening affords win be increased by comparison 
with the beginnings of similar tustitutions in 
other cities. 

The Young Men's Mercantile Library Associa- 
tion of Cimeit ua was fodnded in 1835 with 45 
members, and it had been three years in exist- 
ence before it could number 207 members, and 
ten years before Kt could count four thousand. 
books upon its shelves; it now numbers 2,025 
members, and possesses a library of $2,247 vol- 
umes, ¢xpending annually for newspapers and 
periodicals alone over one thousand dollars. 

St. Louis s@fords another encouraging exam- 
ple. In 1846,after two previous unruccessin! at- 
tempts to establish a library, the St. Louie Mer- 
cantile Library Association was Organized. At

But it was not till the close 
of its fourth year that its library numbered over 
four thousaad volumes. Now its membership is 
8,539, and its volumes number 33,663, and its 
whole property is valued at $217,174. 

Certainly when Cinctanat! and 8. Louis, from 
such beginnings, have done to well, we mir, 
without presumption, indulge the hope that our 
more successful beginning may prove the ear- 
nest of an even more successful Career. There 
success was achieved, not throfigh any great 
o enthusiastic liberaiity of the citizens gener- 
ally, or Of those exceptionally rich, but through 
the self-sacrificing liberality of men of 
moderate means, and, above ali, by 
the patient, carbrat and determined 
efforts of a few wh> had the success of the under - 
taking michtily a: heart. And 60. it we mistake 
not, Must it be bere. But let not this serve as an 
excuse to any, Who through selfishness, apathy, or 
indifference, withaold their encouragement, 
their active co operation, or their means. Let it 
rether bring the biush of shame to their cheeks; 
‘et u in some measure serve to excite them to 
remove the reproach, and to awake wich tngpira- 
tion and vigor toa sen:eof their responsibility 
and duty.

THE JEFFERSONVILLE FIRE. 


Destruction of the Eagle Hotel and 
Adjoining Buildings. 
Yesterday morning about four e’clock an old 
frame tenement, occupied by a family of negroes, 
adjoining che Eegle Hotel, in Jeffersonvilie, was 
discovered to be on fire. As the building was 
very old and dry, the flames spread 
with irresistible rapiditm, and soon en- 
veloped the entire tenement. The de- 
youring element communicated at once 
totbe Eagle Hote’, and nearly all the windows 
being opened the flames spread into almost 
every rcom, so that before the alarm Was sound- 
ed the entire building was beyond al! hopes of be- 
ing saved. The steam fir.-evgine Good Intent 
was promptiy on hand, but cou.d render no as- 
sistance to the first building. The firemen suc- 
ceeded, however, tn saving the building eccu- 
pied by J. W. Hopkins as a tobacco factory from 
total destruction. This latter butiding had the 
roof totally deetroyed, and the third floor was 

injured. 

The greatest amount of damage done to the 
tobacco factory was by water, andthe necesss- 
rily rough handling which the machinery and 
appliances received in the process of removal. 
The’ frst two buildings were burned to the 
ground, and the brick walls of the hotel were 
rendered worthless. The building known as the 
Eagle Hotel was owned by, Charles F. Ruachfase, 
of Louisville, and was worth, exclusive of the 
real estate, from $1,000 to $1,500, and was proba- 
bly partially insured. The stock and fixtures of 
the hote! were the property of A. J. Robison, the 
lessee. He had but $600 insarance, tn the tua. 
of New York. He values the property at about 
61.500 or $1,600, and had all his means invested 
therein. 

Mr. J. W. Hopkins bad two thousand dollars 
insurance on the stock and one thousand on the 
machinery. Fifteen hundred dollars was held 
at the 1isk of the Loutsville Banking and Losur- 
ance Company, and fifteen hundred in the Cleve- 
land Insurance Company. He renewed his policy 
but a week ego. Mr. Hopk us will probably es- 
cape witb a light loss, as compared with the 
amount destroyed. The building Is owned by 
Mre. Mary Wathen, and was tneured in the Secu- 
rity, of New York. for $1,500, which will fully 
cover Mrz. Wa hen’s loss, 

The Government buildings and old Jeff. rall- 
road freight depot, located in the immediate vi- 
cinity ofthe disaster, escaptd unharmed. 

THE FIRE LAST NIGHT. 

There wasanother extensive fire in Jefferscn- 
ville just before midoight. It was back from 
the river and in the direction of the pentten- 
tiary, but the bour was so late thit all commun!- 
cafion with that side of the river had ceased 
and it was impossible to obtain any information 
regafdiag the whereabouts. The light was 
very brilliant and lasted for nearly an hour. in- 
dicating considerable damage.
